The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closet 
prior art was that which was cited in the previous office action filed on 02/08/201 0 and 
09/30/3010, but fails to specifically disclose or render obvious a method for treating an 
inflammatory component of a cystic fibrosis by administering, via inhalation, a 
formulation consisting of a therapeutically effective amount of a salt of tiotropium and 
physiologically acceptable excipients as set forth in claim 9. The claimed subject matter 
is not taught or suggested by the cited reference and thus, the claimed subject matter is 
considered to be novel and patentably distinct over the prior art of the record.
